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Q: Mr. President, you ap- 
pointed the members of the 
Warren Commission, sir. I 
believe at a news confer- 
ence recently you said you 
saw no reason from stories 
that had been written to 
doubt the conclusions of the 
Commission, 

The District Attorney in 
New Orleans is attracting 
•worldwide attention with 
statements now. First of all, 
he challenges the Warren 
Com mission’s conclusions 
and he does not want to co- 
operate, it appears, with the 
federal Ck>vernment in a 
case that involves a matter 
of very severe national im- 
portance. How do you feel 
about this? 

A: I do not have any in- 
formation from New Or- 
leans, other than what I 
have seen in the newspa- 
pers'. I would not have any 
comment to make with the 
limited information I have 
seen in the newspapers at 
this time. I know of no rea- 
son to change anything that 
1- have said before.
